How far should police 
go in digital age 


A t some point 
last Thursday, 
7,500 

cellphones were set to 
receive a text message 
from the Ontario 
Provincial Police, 
simply because the 
owners happened to 
be near an Ottawa- 
area intersection 
nearly a year ago, 
where Frederick 
(lohn) Hatch was last 


These text messages 
raise a question: How 
far, in the digital age, 
should police be 
allowed to go to solve a 
crime? 

Hatch was last seen 
in a dollar store; then 
his torched body 
turned up hundreds of 
kilometres away. Police 
are stumped. So they 
requested cellphone 
numbers of everyone 
who was in the Nepean 
neighbourhood. It’s 
a massive dragnet, 
gathering up numbers in 
order to find witnesses. 

It’s not uncommon 
for police to request 
data from cellphone 
companies, says 
Teresa Scassa, Canada 
Research Chair in 
Information Law at the 


University of Ottawa. 
For instance, Rogers 
disclosed information, 
due to court order or 
a warrant, more than 
70,000 times last year. 
What’s odd here is that 
the police are using 
the information to 
contact witnesses, not 
track down potential 
criminals (who, by 
the way, could try 
to object to police 
practices in court), 
and that there are 
no real safeguards 
in place to ensure 
personal privacy. 
“What’s the forum 
for (people) to raise 
issues, to raise their 
privacy concerns?” 
says Scassa. 

Getting this data did 
require a justice of the 
peace to sign off. But the 
OPP won’t say where or 
when that happened. 
While this instance 
involved only phone 
numbers, police have, 
in the past, requested 
names and addresses of 
cellphone customers. 
And the scale of this 
particular operation 
would startle most 

It isn’t particularly 
difficult to track people 


down with a cellphone 
number as a starting 
point. Yet the police 
defend the tactic, saying 
“If it was your loved 
one, would you not 
expect the police to do 
everything possible to 
identify the person or 
persons responsible?” 

The answer for many, 
maybe most, is yes. But 
ends don’t always justify 
means; this could be the 
start of a slippery slope. 
We leave digital data 
everywhere, through 
many of our actions. 

This time, police are 
dealing with cellphone 
data, but next time, 
theoretically, they could 
request information 
about purchases or 
transit card uses. 

It's not that the police 
should never use such 
tactics. It’s that we 
don’t know what the 
safeguards are and how 
securely or for how long 
police are storing the 
data. As far as we can 
tell, there will be no one 
in court arguing for the 
public’s privacy interests 
in such cases. 

Far, far more 
information and 
assurances are needed.

Newark Neighbours has been providing a service to 
the community of Niagara-on-the-Lake for over 44 years. 
Its founder, Peggy Anderson, established the non-profit 
orgamzahon in 1972. It began as a place for seasonal 
agricultural workers who travel to Canada to work on the 
local farms to buy household and clothing items. It has 
now grown to include local residents in need as well as 
those who love the adventure of thrift store shopping! 

Newark Neighbours retail shop was initially set up in 
the entrance of the home purchased by Dr. Afrukteh, now 
the Riverbend Inn, located on the comer of the Niagara 
Parkway and John Street. With the success of the charity, 
it needed more space and moved to a nearby building. 

The retail shop which is open to the general public, 
continues to be a favourite with the seasonal agricultural 
workers who also send items back home to their families, 
and is great for thrift store shoppers. There are bargains 
galore. You will find everything from fabulous designer 
and comfort clothing, footwear and accessories for all 
ages, to essential household things or decor items. The 
income from the retail shop provides the necessary 
funds to operate the most essential part of the Newark 
Neighbours operation - The Food Bank. 

Newark Neighbours is Niagara-on-the-Lake's only non¬ 
profit organization that provides food for local residents 
in financial need. The financial criteria is determined 
by Statistics Canada. The food bank is available for 
individuals and/or families, regardless of age, or number 
of dependants. Think you might qualify or know someone 
or a family who might? Contact Newark Neighbours on 
Mondays at 905-468-3519 and ask for Marion, the Food 


Bank Manager, for details. Financial documentation 
is required before food bank assistance is approved. 
Food staples are provided every two weeks to qualified 
recipients. Thanksgiving and Christmas hampers are also 
provided to help make these events more enjoyable for 
those in need. 

Newark Neighbours has always been run entirely by 
volunteers. It has evolved to develop a board of directors 
and now has thirty dedicated volunteers. The volunteers 
are devoted workers who diligently sort and stock the 
shelves with clean or gently used items donated by the 
community. They also stock the food bank shelves and 
freezers with food items from local food drives or from 



generous local donors. 

The charity relies on the kind donations from the 
community and is grateful for items that are dropped 
off to the shop. The sales depend on the quality of the 
items donated. Please note that Newark Neighbours 
can only accept what they can sell. If it is worn, tom or 
dirty please don’t donate it. Space restrictions limit what 
can accepted. Please DO drop off items on the DO list 
and DON’T drop off items on the DON’T list. See these 
lists below. Disposing of the “don’t” items is one of the 
charity’s biggest challenges. The expense to remove/ 
dispose of the “don't" items is often more than several 
days of sales, which means less funds available to buy 
food for the food bank. Thank you for kindly donating 
items on the'do” list!!

An act of vandalism that occurred 
overnight Sunday, Oct. 23, at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Golf Club has 
police and owners of the historic 
course shaking their heads. 

Sometime after 10:30 p.m., multi¬ 
ple individuals broke four gas-oper¬ 
ated golf carts from the outdoor 
area they were being stored in and 

out most of the nine-hole course, 
which is also the oldest golf track in 
North America. 

Greens and bunkers were also 
damaged in the escapade and the 
carts were eventually found severely 
damaged at the bottom of the 
embankment near the sixth green.

The new act regulating child 
care has put focus not only 
on health and safety, but also 
on the quality of care and the 
increase of parental engage¬ 
ment, Lake said 

There has been a shift in 
thinking, with child-care pro¬ 
viders, whether in a home or 
centre setting, now looked at as 
professional educators, rather 
than babysitters, she said. 

"The impact they have on 
young children's lives is huge." 

To support that aspect of the 
job, the Region also offers its 
providers a free membership 
to the early childhood com¬ 
munity development centre, 
a local professional resource 
facility.

Breast cancer is the most 
common cancer in Canadian 
women, with one in nine 
expected to be diagnosed in 


their lifetime. 

And, while early detection 
through mammography can 
result in increased treatment 
options and better survival 
rates, many women avoid 
getting the procedure. 


Last month was Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month, 
and women are always being 
encouraged to stayup-to-date 
with mammograms as part of 
their routine medical care. 

“There are many reasons 

about having a mammogram 
and I think one reason is they 
are afraid of something being 
found,” said Dr. Janice Gies- 
brecht, medical director of 
the oncology program at the 
Niagara Health System. 

"What we tell people is it's 
far better to know if there

Some women put off get¬ 
ting a mammogram out of 
fear the procedure will be 
uncomfortable or painful. A 
mammogram is an X-ray of 
the breast, and detects any 
changes that have occurred,

TIPS INCLUDE 

Do not use deodorants, 
antiperspirants, body lotions, 
or talcum powders before the 
mammogram. Metals in these 
products can show up on the 
X-ray picture. 

Avoid wearing necklaces 
or long earrings, since 
metals can show up in the 
X-ray. 

Keep longer hair tied or 
pinned up so it’s not in the way. 

Most women's breasts are 
tendertheweekbeforeand 
after their period. Book your 


your breasts are not so tender. 

Some women take a mild 
pain relief pill, such as the 
kind you would take for a 
headache, one to two hours 
before the appointment. Only 
do this if it will not affect any 
other medicines or any health 
concerns you may have. 

Some experts suggest 
having less caffeine for 
two weeks before the 
appointment to help reduce 
tenderness.
